Tho resolution 
received a formally, unanimous vote, ilfl op- 
ponents being so fow !li«t they die! not 
Hunk it worth while lo bo counted. The 
game year, tho matter WAJJ considered by 
the trustees. Tho question being referred 


• by tbom with power to tho executive coin- 


jiiittoo and tho faculty, both of ^lieso boards 
voted, with Hubstantial unanimity, in favor 
of tho ftdmifwion of women. Tho roekloKw 
radicalism of Alumni, trustees, and faculty, 
has baou from timo lo time rebuked with 
diguiliod aud jiatcnial kinduoss, by the von- 
ornblo conservatism of the nuilnrgraduates, 
through their organ, "Tho College Argus " 
Iu 1872 four ladies entered the institution, 
who have just boon graduated with honor. 
They havo boon worthy to bo piouoors in 
tho now departure. They havo won goldon 
opinions from all. flowovor objectionable 
women in the abstract might bo to tho un- 
dergraduate mind, concrete women, such as 
those, could by gentlemen bo regarded only 
•with respeet.Kud treated only with courtesy. 
Of course tho timo has been too short to 
permit UK lo speak of tho results of tho ex- 
periment. Tho views of tho officers of tho 
College aro iiubstaiitially tlio sarno as five 
years ago. Wo do not believe that (lie 
intellectual or moral tone of tho Institution 
will bo in any respect lowered by tho admis- 
sion of women. From tho standpoint of an 
instructor, wo would say, the more tlio bet- 
tor of such women as the fow who have thus 
far entered. On tho other hand, wo havo 
no sympathy with the fantastic hopes of 
those who look upon co-education aud other 
forms of female enfranchisement as a short 
road lo tho milloum'um. But wo do believe 
that there aro some women who want and 
who can 111 ill™ precisely such r.u education 
an is giv-ou by tho curriculum, tho appara- 
tus, tho associations, and tho intellectual 
atmosphere of a genuine college; and we 
Hoe no aufliciout reason why the opportuni- 
ty should not bo afforded.— [Prof. William 
North Itico, in Scribnor for September.
